MEMORANDUM FOR EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE SIGMA 
May 1925 


With alumni membership approximately 15,000 Sigma 
ization large potentiality connection with the stimulation and support 
scientific research and its applications. The alumni members Sigma are 
men and women all whom were especially interested scientific work during 
their undergraduate and graduate university days. Many them are 
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fessional workers science and technology. Others have maintained 
interest science laymen. The Sigma alumni therefore compose large 
men and women with more less live interest the advancement 
science and understanding scientific work. The problem how may this 
interest and understanding taken advantage for the profit the further 
advancement science America? 

the special circumstances the present form organization the Sigma 
Society there are two activities which are the ones logically indicated those 
which the alumni members the Society can most effectively undertake. These 
are, first, the encouragement the various chapters active members the 
alumni residing near the seats these active chapters; and, second, the 
raising money for the establishment research professorships, research fellow- 
ships, grants for research, etc., either the form capital endowment annual 
subscription for terms years. 

The recent experience the Society has shown that not impossible 
raise some money for the purposes indicated. But probable that this sum 
cannot very large one. How can made far possible? 
has occurred me, the basis some experience aiding the administration 
funds available for the support scientific research, that our Society, the 
event that can raise some money, might advisedly seek stimulate universities 
and technical schools which active Sigma chapters now exist come into 
existence make appropriations for research purposes, agreeing meet 
them half-way. That is, suggest that try make every thousand dollars 
which can raise bring out another thousand from some university co- 
operating with support research work and workers. 

number universities already make larger smaller appropriations 
their general funds for the support research their respective institutions. 
Some which not can induced offering match their appropriations 
ones from the Society. This principle one which most the gifts 
the various Rockefeller boards (Rockefeller Foundation, International Health 
Board, General Education Board, International Education Board, Laura Spel- 
man Rockefeller Memorial) universities and colleges are made.
